Duncan Marshall, Minister ot 
Agricniture, Expresses Views 
on The Reciprocity 
Arrangement 


An Edmonton despatch says that 
the reciprocity arrangements with 
the United States will prove a great 
boon to Alberta and Western Cana- 
da generally is the opinion of Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, Minister of Agri- 
culture, who was asked his views on 
the tariff changes. Mr. Marshall, 
who is one of the best authorities in 
Alberta on the tariff question, and 
sees in the removal of the duty on 
wheat and cattle, the opening of the 
big markets of the great United 
States cities of the middle west to 
the stock breeders and grain grow- 
ers of Alberta, a consequence cra of 
prosperity -and increased immigrs- 


sar Re y 

‘I think the wiping out of the 
duty on wheat and cattle means 
more than anything else to Alber- 
ta,’? said the Minister of: Agricul- 
ture. 

‘The removal of the duty on cat- 
tle means that our farmers get the 
Chicago market, the greatest. live 
stock market in America, where top 
prices are paid for top stock. I 
would have liked to have seen agri- 
cultural implements on the free list, 
but the putting of cattle on the list, 
I regard of far more importance, 
for the amount of money which a 
farmer invests in machinery, does 
not ordinarily compare with the 
value of his cattle. 

“The removal of the duty on 
wheat means that our wheat can go 
to the large Minneapolis mills, 
Prices paid at elevators here at the 
present time are ridiculously low 
and it ought to mean something 
for the wheat of Western Canada to 
find a market there, Of course, 
the price on the European inarkets 
will continue to govern the whole 
as long as the United States contin- 
ues to export. When export ceases 
then we will have a great market 
in the States. 

‘The tariff changes affecting 
dairy products will bo more valu- 
able to the farmers of Ontario than 
to those here. We have hal a good 
market here for dairy products in 
British Columbia and the Yukon, 
The agreement should mean a great 
deal to Ontario farmers, As for 
Alberta it means that we have the 
markets of such big American ait- 
ies as Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Chicago before us. 


“But the new tariff arrangements | 
stimulate cattle | 


will do more to 
feeding than anything else, and will 
give a great impetus to the livestock 
industry here. Immigration, 
will be helped by the opening of 
the American markets to Canadian

paid the duty and made money. 
It is a steady cattle market, and it 
isa high market. The opening of 
it to us will encourage the raising 
of the best grade of cattle, and if 
any industry is important to this 
country, it is the raising of fine 
stock, A man will be able to ship 
a few carloads of stock to Chicago 
and sell them there instead of hav- 
ing to sell them to a local dealer. 

“The hog marke. will be affected 
much the same as the cattle mark- 
et. The price of hogs should be 
kept up here by the tariff change.’’ 

At a number of political meetings 
last fall, Hon. Duncan Marshall de- 
clured that the most important | 
thing for the farmers was free trade | 
in cattle. Naturally he was much| 
pleased at this coming into effect. 

R. L. Shaw, M.L.A. for Stettler, 
expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the re-adjustment of the tariff, 
especially with respect to cattle. 

“Tt will help to make the cattle 
business of the west,’’ was the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Shaw, who was 
formerly a citizen of the United 
States.

C.P.R, WINS TAX CASE 


VICTORY MEANS MUCH TO THE 
RAILWAY COMPANY 


Prairie Provinces Will Have no Right 
to Tax C, P. R. Lands Until Twen- 
ty Years After Patents Have Been 
Issued—Would Have Meant Mil- 
lions of Dollars in Taxes if Prov- 
inces Had Won Case. 
London.—Judgment has been given 

by the privy council in the important 

case of the Minister of Public Works 
of the Province of Alberta against 


the C, P. R., respondents, with the | 


Attorney-General of Saskatchewan 


intervening. 


This was o test cage re the exemp- | 


tion of C. P. R. lanas from taxation, 
and resulted in a win for the railway 
company all along the line, the case 
being dismissed without costs. Their 


lordships held that unoccupied C. P. | 


R. lands were not taxable until twen- 
ty years after the actual grant of let- 
ters patent to the settler, even should 
there be a delay of many years on his 
part in taking out those letters pat- 
ent, 

They also held that C, P. R, land 

sold on the instalment plan are not 
taxable until all the instalments are 
maid. 
L Edmonton.—Sydney Woods, K.C., 
counsel for the province in the C. P. 
R. land case, made the following state 
ment. 

“The decision of the privy council 
against the province in the C, P. R. 
land case places the province right 
back where it was when we started 
the action three years ago.

Winter Wheat Prospects in Alberta 
Are Declared to be 
Excellent 


Winnipeg.—‘“‘I estimate that the 
total should be 230,000 acres,” said 
‘Thomas Acheson, general grain agent 
of the C. P. R., when speaking of the 
prospects of the winter wheat crop 
}for 1911. Mr. Acheson has just re- 
turned from an inspection trip in the 
west, and his conclusions are drawn 
{from the conditions which he has wit- 
nessed, 

“Starting at Calgary,”’ he said, “I 
examined fields of winter wheat from 
there to the American boundary.

G.T.P, RUSHING WORK| 


LINE TO BE COMPLETED WEST 
OF SUMMIT THIS SEASON 


Active Construction Work in Progress 
on the Transcontinental — Lar, 
Construction Camps Being Estab- 
lished at Base of Operations in the 
Mountains—Over 3,000 Men to be 
Employed. 

Edmonton.—The main line of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific will be complet- 
ed as far as Tete Jaune Cuche, 47 
miles west of the summit of the Rocky 
mountains, in the Yellowhead Pass, 
by the end of this season. This is the 
statement of the various contractors 
and sub-contractors, who have just re- 
turned from looking over proposed 
contracts on the line in the moun- 
tains. 

It is the expectation of Messrs. 
Foley, Welsh and Stewart to complete 
their contract to Tete Jaune Cache be- 
fore the end of the season, and with 
this end in view, are already com- 
|mencing to ship outfits and men west, 
}to the camps that they have estab- 
lished in the mountains. For the sea- 
son’s work they will require 3,000 
men, 

Active construction has already be- 
gun on the rock work, west of the 
Athabasca, according to H. KE. Carle- 
ton, one of the sub-contractors on the 
line in the Pass. He has a sub of 12 
miles on the other side of the sum- 
mit, near Tete Jaune Cache, and has 
already started some outfits to work. 
| He stated that he would have all his 
outfits on the ground as soon as he 
could arrange for their shipment up 
from the Western states, where he has 
been for the past few years working 
on Great Northern Railway construc- 
tion in the mountains. 

Practically sll of the construction 
| that is to be done on the Grand Trunk 
| Pacific this season west of Edmonton, 
| will be rock work, and will require an 
|immense amount of ballasting. Two 
tunnels of fair length will be required 
{in the mountains, and work on these 
/is also to proceed this summer. It is 
|the opinion of the contractors that 
construction through the Yellowhead 
| will be comparatively easy. 
| Other sub-contractors who have been 
given rock contracts on the line, will 
commence shipping in their outfits 
within the next few weeks. A grent 
deal of construction can be done dur- 
ing the winter months.

BRAVE BOYS IN BLUE. 
Courageous Constables Who Have 


Been Killed on Duty. 


The recent tragedy in Houndsditeh 
recalls many similar examples of po- 
ice heroism in the face of terrible 
dds, all going to show that the men 
n blue have never hesitated to risk 
their lives in the course of their duty. 

Constable Davey of Acton, so far as 
record shows, was the first policeman 
to be shot dead by a thief. Davey 
suspected a man named Brookes to 
be implicated in a certain robbery, 
and Brookes knew that Davey wast on 
his track. Brookes called at Davey’s 
house at night, and shot him down. 

In the seventies a policeman was 
shot at Whalley Range, near Man- 
chester, and two brothers, named 
Habron, were accused, and sent to 
penal servitude for life. It was after- 
wards discovered that they were in- 
nocent, and that the real assassin was 
the notorious Charles Peace. Peace 
shot at and wounded P. C. Robinson 
in his last exploit, before his daring 
career was brought to a close. 

Again, in 1891, P. C, Atkins sur- 
prised a gang burgling a house stand- 
ing in its own grounds at Kingston, 
and was shot down. 

Up to the time of this affair bur- 
glars had rarely used revolvers, but 
now the practice became common, 
and, in the following year, P. 0. Cole 
was murdered at Dalston. The mur- 
derer was Orrock, a young man who 
was a member of the Baptist chapel 
he was breaking into when Cole came 
upon the scene, and was considered 
quite a model youth. But two years 
went over before justice was done, and 
then Orrock was run to earth quite by 
accident. 

He had left his chise) behind him at 
the chanel, and on the blade was 
scratched the word “rock,” and when, 
some months after the murder, a man 
named Orrock was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment for housebresk- 
ing, a detective got into conv rsation 
with one of Orrock’s friends — also 
“doing time’—and learned something 
which bfought the murder of Cole to 
his mind, The chisel was then ex- 
amined under a microscone, and un; 
derneath the word “rock” was found 
another, which the microsconpist made 
out to be ‘Orrick.’ 

This was enough to hang the mur- 
derer, and hanged he was acco:d'ng’y. 

Following the murder of Cole, fur- 
ther regulations were made to enable 
the police to meet the new class of 
desperadoes on something like equal 
terms. Double patrols were arranged 
in certain places, constables were al- 
lowed to have revolvers when it ap- 
peared necessary, and whistles were 
given them. 

In the year of the Dalston murder 
there was a desperate affray in Hox- 
ton. James Wright, a hardened vil- 
lain, shot. three policemen, wourd- 
ing them severely. The case which 
followed over roofs of houses, where 
the ruffian kept his pursuers at bay 
with a revolver for more than two 
hours, forms one of the most exciting 

é +n-polteesarrens,—— 

Inspector Simmons, of the Essex 
Constabulary, the following January, 
was shot at Romford by one of three 
men whom he had been watching. 
His murderer, James Tee, was track- 
ed owing to his stupidity in pledging 
his pistol at the pawnbroker’s shop 
where he had previously pawned it. 

One of the men with Lee was an 
ex-convict who had been concerned 
in shooting at two policemen in Glou- 
eestershire, and another was a mem- 
ber of the gang who burgled Netherby 
Hall, Cumberiand, and whose subse- 
Apsii flight furnishes an intensely 
dramatic story. 

The gang were pursued from place 
to place until they were run to earth, 
twenty-four hours afterwards, and 
captured, fighting desperately. Dur- 
ing their flight they shot four police- 
men, wounding three, and killing one 
outright. 

Then, in July, 1885, there occurred 
n terrific fight between a young con- 
stable and a masked burglar, whom 
he surprised on the root of a house 
in Kensington, Four shots were fired 
at the officer, who was subsequently 
found insensible. Holland, another 
constable, was assailed by three bur- 
glars in St. Marylebone Churchyard, 
in August, 1886, und was shot in the 
leg by one of them, 

A burglary at Muswell Hill, in 1889, 
when a gang, armed with revolvers, 
severely wounded one of the inmates, 
led to the old, heavy regulation boots 
being discarded for boots with india 
rubber soles for night duty; and af- 
ter this affair cume a cessation of 
murderous outrages with the burglar's 
revolver until London was _ staitled 
by the extraordinary affray at Totten- 
ham, in 1908, which is sufficientiy re- 
cent to be reinembered by everyone. 


How "'T. P.” Rests. 

It would not be an easy matter to 
tind a man who works more strenu- 
ously than Mr. T. P. O'Connor. When, 
a short time ago, he went to America 
to collect the funds for the Irish 
Party which have furnished so much 
taik and discussion, he traveled 12,000 
miles in eight weeks, delivering 
speeches almost every day. Then the 
doctor ordered him complete rest. 
“T.P.” rested for two days: then he 
got restless, wrote a long magazine 
article, delivered two speeches, each 
of nearly one hour’s duration, and 
afterwards wrote another short article, 
which he posted himself between one 
and two o'clock in the morning. Mr. 
O'Connor writes everything with his 
own hands on a typewriter. He has 
one machine in his library and an- 
other by the side of his bed, and each 
typewriter lasts him little more than 
twelve months,

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PYRAMID LORE. 


Study of Cheops Proves a Fascinating 
Riddle For the Scientists. 


The great Pyramid of Khufu (Che- 
ops) has, for nearly ten years, been 
the object of special study and inves- 
tigation by Dow Covington, the Am- 
erican Egyptologist and explorer, and 
his latest excavation there is of con- 
siderable interest. A 

Last season, with the authorization 
of Sir Gaston Maspero, director gen- 
eral of the Egyptian Service of An- 
tiquities, and ba the generosity 
of Frederick 8, Phillips, an English- 
man, Mr. Covington excavated more 
than 100 feet at the north base of the 
pyramid, west of the centre, exposing 
nineteen finely cut and perfectly join- 
ed casing stones, such as formerly 
covered all the faces of the great work, 
The first three had been discovered 
and partly cleared in 1887 by Col. (af- 
terward General) Howard-Vyse, and 
aguin exposed in 1882 by Prof. Petrie, 
and fully discussed by him. Last 
season, however, Mr. Covington dis- 
covered and fully cleared sixteen more 
of these interesting stones, and a strip 
100 feet long and some 15 feet wide of 
the well-finished pavement on which 
they rest; and he has just secured a 
further authorization from the Egyp- 
tian Government to extend this first 
course examination right out to the 
northwest socket, 

The first four casing stones, being 
at the centre of the great movement 
(which dates back to about 3,700 
B.C.), were perfectly preserved by the 
debris which came down when the 
pyramid was forced open in 818 A.D. 
by the Caliph Mumoun, The remain- 
ing 15, however, owing to centuries 
of exposure, have greatly and pic- 
turesquely aged. But Mr. Covington 
firmly believes that the Great Pyramid 
was opened and then closed both in 
remote ancient and Roman times. A 
few years ago, in the pockets of the 
natural rock in the well-shaft above 
the grotto, he found many clear and 
colored fragments of delicate, well- 
made Roman glassware; and firmly 
wedged in at the east end of a loose 
stone Se, across the entrance 
passage (used by Prof. Piazzi Smyth 
as an astronomical instrument stand) 
he found the right femur of an adu‘t 
male mummy. The Caliph Mamoun 
as we know, found the sarcophagus 
both lidless and empty. 

The joinings of the casing stones, 
and those of the super-pavement on 
which they rest, are almost invisible 
appearing at places like a mere pin- 
scratch; yet every joint contains a 
web-like film of an almost white 
cement. 

The few defective parts in the top 
surface of the casing (or facing) 
stones, which, of course, were intend- 
ed to be forever concealed by the over- 
lying courses, had been carefully 
chiseled out and replaced by a neatly 
fitted let-in stone. The masonry 
throughout the structure is pructica.- 
ly faultless, 

Several writers have erroneously 
stated that the Great Pyramid was 
covered by marble, by granite, or even 
by alabaster. The facing stones were, 
in faqt, quarried out of a white com- 
pact limestone (principally Mokat- 
tam), The limestone facing stones 
still “in situ,” the tons of limestone 
chips and dust which covered th'm, 
to sy nothing of the tremendous bulk 
of workmen’s limestone rubbish cov- 
ering the face of the pyramid pla- 
teau (but not placed there to strengtis- 
en it), leave no doubt on this point. | 


Mr. Covington, however, believes with 
Prof. Smyth that the great quantity 
of diorite chips—some of which have 
dressed faces—found on and near the 
surface of the embanked pyramid of 
workmen's rubbish, justifies us in be- 
lieving that somewhere far up in the 
mysterious structure there exists a 
fuirly large diorite chamber. Where 
the sealed entrance to it may be, and | 
what it, contains, are thrilling things 
for future explorers to solve. 

With a height of almost 59 inches | 
(58.75), the average length of the 19 
facing stones now uncovored is 8 feet | 
5 inches; the first stone, however, 
measured at its base on the east side 
(exposed) almost 10 feet 1 inch, and 
almost 10 feet 11 inches on the west. 
Across the eust face of this first cas- 
ing stone there is a 2-5 inch vertical 
shoulder, on which the adjoining core_| 
stone fits,

DIAMOND DIGGING. 


How Precious Stones Are Mined for 
In Kimberley Workings. 


Kimberley is a curious place, not 
beautiful either in itself or its sur- 
rounding country, but interesting as 
the centre of the world’s diamond 
supply, which it entirely controls, 
and also as the centre of a certain 
gambling spirit which seems to per- 
vade South Africa. 

When the herd blue clay has been 
dug from the mine and spread out 
to break and crumble under the 
African sun, it is difficult to believe 
that diamond tiaras and necklaces 


(are hiding in those uninviting fields 


behind their wire fences. There is 
something rather fascinating about 
the actual extraction of the stones. 
The crushing of the clay in the great 
central “pulsator” is noisy and un- 
leasant, as is all machinery on a 
arge scale to anyone not accustomed 
to it; but when the finally crushed 
stuff comes pouring vut of the huge 
machine and is thrown in little 
handfuls upon the sloping tables, 
down which it is washed by running 
water, the spirit of ‘“‘shikar’ of the 
chase, enters into one. 

As you stand by the side of one of 
the tables and watch, you see the lit- 


| tle throbbing shallow stream carrying 


down bits of iron pyrites and other 
matter, which slide or roll into a re- 
ceptacle at the bottom of the table. 
The tables are covered with a coating 
of grease, but it does not seem able, 
as a rule, to hold these against the 
slight force of the water. Suddenly 
a little whitish object drops upon the 
top of the table with the rest of the 
handful, turns over. and sticks, the 
water running around it but failing 
to dislodge it.

He 
thinks Medicine Hat can well afford 
to bear such a name when he remem- 
bers a few pa in the United States, 
such as Schenectady, Tonawanda, Co- 
hoes, Poughkeepsie, Podunk, Scho- 
harie, Potomac and Oneonta,

Rolls of Rice. 


The most important of the agricul- 
tural industries of India is the culti- 
vatioa of rice, of which a number of 
varieties are iprodbosd, differing in 
size, shape and color of grain as well 
as in suitability for culinary pur- 
poses. More than 70,000,000 acres are 
annually put under rice in India. 
One of the varieties grown is peculiar 
in that it is too glutinous to be boiled 
in the ordinary way. This difficulty 
is avoided by boiling it in bamboo 
tubes, and after being thus prepared 
it is left-in the tubes to be eaten cold, 
especially by travelers. When the 
rice is to be eaten the bamboo is 
peeled off and a long roll of rice a 
pears, which forms an excellent sub- 
stitute for bread.

If a merchant found 
he was not getting all that he should 
out of his importing and exporting he 
went to Mr. Ledoux, who opened his 
cabinet, ran his thumb down a long 
list of fyled cards, and prescribed. 

Two years ago Mr. Ledoux found 
his system working so perfectly that 
he resigned. He had not been out of 
a job a minute when he was asked to 
systematize and index the nations of 
the world. 

He’s on the job now and, a few 
days ago, he came back to Canada to 
tell the people how he is getting 
along. Amecngst other things he sai 
he had decided that, as soon as the 
system commenced working, war 
would cease and all international dif- 
ferences would be settled by commis- 
sion. He argued that great arma- 
ments could neither win nor destroy 
trade, and quoted the cases of small 
European nations, such as Switzer- 
land, Holland and Belgium, to prove 
his interesting contention.

Big Dam Mluminated by Elec- 
tricity 

The big dam three miles south of 
Bassano and east of Gleichen, is to 
be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible this summer. G. 
Budden, with a staff of assistants, 
ig now at work on the installation 
of a» 2500 candle power electric 
iighting plant on the site of the big 
works, so that a day and night 
shift of men and teams may keep 
constantly at work during the sum- 
mer. It is hoped that, by this 
policy, the completion of the dam 
this year is assured, 

It will be impossible to estimate 
the value that this decision will have 
for this section of the district, for, 
in addition to the opportunities af- 
forded to the Valley to secure em- 
ployment with their teams, there is 
the assurance that the water will be 
placed on the land in another sea- 
son. The result will be a wonder- 
ful lot of immigration to this district, 
and the value of property will be 
increased very materially. 


Calgary’s Civic Progress 


Building permits for the month 
of January, in Calgary, reached the 
respectable total of $296,040; lust 
year the total for January was $105,- 
000; making an increase of almost 
200 per cent this year. 

January bank clearings show a 
total of $18,083,847 which is $3,586, 
U60 greater than January 1910, an 
increase Uf 87per cent. Calgary out- 
stripped any city of its size in 
Cauadw.' | 

Anotliet instance of Calgarys'pro- 
gress, ‘G8 that the school poard rée= 
quires $172,272 increase of capital to 
take care” of school expenses this 
year. ‘The school population is in- 
creasing so rapidly that expansion 
of the school system is absolutely 
necessary. 

lt is expected that at least $800, 
OUU will be expended by the city 
on civic improvements this year. 
This will include paving, grading, 
sewerage work, public building. 
electric: light extensions, and water 
works, 

Parks Superintendent Buchanan 
is auxious to expend at least $40,- 
JOO on the improvement of the city 
parks this year. Mr Buchanan 
feels that, if Calgary started to re- 
construct itself according to a defi- 
nite and original city plan, that 
would be one of the best publicity 
item the city could wish. Mr. 
Buchanan has a comprehensive 
scheme covering the whole of the 
parke and intends to devote partic- 
ular attention to Central Park, 
which is in the heart of the city, 
and which could be fixed up more 
asa flower garden, It is proposed, 
also, to. erect in Central Park, a $25, 
QUU monument memorial to the 
veterans of the South African war. 
This project is now woll under way.

The Blizzard’s Fatal To,

A very sad account of being lost 


on the prairie in a blizzard, with: 
fatal results, on Monday, January 
80th, has been recorded to us. It 
appears that three men named 
Miller, Nelson, and Carmen left 
their homesteads, on Bull Pound 
ereek, 20 miles north of Red Deer 
river, with a wagon and four-horsa 
about 12 miles distant. On the 
the Tetley brothers’ homestead and | 
had tea. In the meantime a bliz-; 
zard had started, so Mr. ‘Tetley ad- 

vised them to stay the night; but, 


miles to go, they decided that, with 
the aid of a Jdantern, they could 
make Nelson’s hone. They then | 
fatayted, but, sliortiyatterwariapthe 
light went.out and the blizzard had 
become fierce in its intensity, being 
unable to re-light the lantern they 
soon ‘discovered that they had Jost 
their bearings. After driving about 
the prairie lor some hours in the 
vain hope of locating some refuge, 
it became apparent that the leavy 
load was telling on the horses, and 
secon they would suc amb to the 
cold and fatigue, so the animals 
were liberated with tle hope that 
they would find the way; but, as 
Nelson waa lame, the horses were 
soon lost sight of, and the unfortu- 
nate men had to seck shelter on 
foot. Neleon, owing to his infirm- 
ity, began to show signs of collapse. 
Miller and Carmien came to the aid. 
of their comrade and carried him in 
turn, hoping to gain relief for the 
fast failing man; but when‘Nelson 
finally frozs to death in their arms, 
and they well-nigh exhausted, there 
was no option but to leave the body 
to the mercy of the storm and fight 
their own battle for life, and to} 
what extent their suffering and en- 
durance was subjected to may be! 
guaged from the fact that for nearly | 
twenty-four hours they fought the | 
fury of the storm and cold, before | 
they were found, iamished, with | 
feet, face and hands badly frozen, 
by a passing teamster and 
then taken to tloir homes. It is 
pleasing to record that both Miller! 
and Carmen are rapidly recovering. 
The body of Nelson was recovered | 
by the Coroner and buried. Nelson 
was a single man; but leaves an| 
aged mother, who live: 1with him on! 
the homestead, to mourn his loss. 
Of the four horses liberated three 
reiched home and the fourth was 
found dead in a snow drift. Myr. 
Geo, Tetley, and bis brother, are 
well known residents of Gleichen, 
but are at presoat putting in their 
term on the homestead,
